2. The functions of the Board will be advisory and 
recommendatory. 

It will deal, inter alia, with the following matters: — 

(i) The scales of rations, clothing and cash doles 
to be given to the inmates of Homes. 

(II) The strength and location of Homes. 

(III) Policy relating to new admissions into Homes. 

(iv) Amenities to be provided In Homes. 

(v) Uniformity in administration and in the 

provision of medical, educational and other 
facilities. 

(vi) Vocational training for and provision of 

suitable gainful employment to the inmates. 

(vii) Co-ordination of production and marketing, 
(viii) Dispersal from Homes and the grant of 

necessary financial assistance for the rehabi- 
litation of those dispersed. 

(Ix) Transfer of the inmates of Home from one 
State to another. 

3. The Board will have authority to make arrange- 
ments for the inspection of Homes for the old, infirm, 
etc.. In the various States and for that purpose may 
employ Inspectorate staff. The Administrative Branch 
of the Inspectorate will ensure uniformity in matters 
of administration, medical attention and education In 
the Homes, while the Industrial Branch will co-ordinate 
Industrial activity in the Homes all over the country 
and introduce industries, the products of which will find 
a ready market. The duties of each Branch may be 
enlarged as and when considered necessary. 

4. The Board’s jurisdiction will extend to Homes 
maintained by Government of India or by State Govern- 
ment or by a private institution In receipt of subsidy 
from Government. 

5. The Board will have its headquarters in Delhi and 
will be maintained by the funds placed at its disposal 


by the Government of India In the Ministry of Rehabili- 
tation.
